Dear Edre: 


This may come to you as a surprise since I am sure that by now 
you think I had forgotten what I promised concerning the 
hurricane which caused your grandfather's disappearence. Well, 
I did not and here goes. 7 


This hurricane lasted from August 5 to 2), 1915. This hurricane 
passed over Cape San Antonio (western tip of Cuba) late on August 
14 and entered the Gulf of Mexico on August 15. "It was then a 
hurricane of tremendous force." 


From Cape San Antonio to the Texas coast it followed a northwest 
course in a straight line during August 15, 16, and 17. "By the 
time it reached the Texas coast, where it passed inland (Beaumont) 
on the 16th and 17th, it was of great diameter and fearful 
violence." 


If the sehooner Doris left Paseagoula on August 15, it weuld have 
been affected early on the 16th by winds from the east, southeast, 
and south. This probably happened in the open Gulf within 100 
miles south of Horn Island, since the ship was on a course to 
Havana, Cuba. 


Since the wind was blowing from the east when the Doris left 
Mississippi Sound, her course must have been south at first. Then, 
as the hurricane approached, the wind gradually shifted to the 
southeast and finally to the south. This means that in order to

keep the shifting wind at her port beam or quarter, her course 
must have changed gradually from south to southwest, which 
brought her closer and closer to the center of the hurricane. 
If this is what actually happened the ship must have been 
disabled (sunk?) within 100 miles south or southwest of the 
Mississippi Delta. 


The "rocks" referred to by Captain Petersen in connection with 
shelter during previous storms could only be the Dry Tortugas 
at the end of the Florida Keys chain. These small islands, 
100 miles north of Havana, were about 400 miles to the south- 
east of the Doris when she met her fate. 


I hope that this will convince you and your mother that Captain 
Petersen, in all probability, could not have survived.
